To counteract this attitude of the Government, 
the country should be prepared fio.r all exigencies. 
It must be ready whenever the call comes. The 
first task is the perfecting of the Congress 
organisation. The campaign for the enrolment, 
of members should be intensified and the constru- 
ctive programne shouxd be followed as far as 
possible. 

In order to make the organisation more efficient 
and powerful, suggestions are invited as to the 
changes necessary to be incorporated in the present 
Constitution of the Congress headquarters should be 
kept au fait with the work undertaken in each 
ro vines .
